The curtains should be placed in cold 
water to soak about twelve hours and 
should then be squeezed out and placed 
An a fresh lot of water for some hours, 
repeating this until no more dirt comes 
out. 
They should then be thoroughly 
washed in warm water with plenty of 
soap. 
After washing it improves the 
looks of the curtains to lx*il them. 
They should thou be passed through 
blued water to avoid the yellow ap­ 
pearance and afterward dried out of 
doors iii the bright sun. 
After the curtains are dried they 
should be starched, using raw starch 
if they are to lie ironed and boiled 
starch if they are to be dried in a 
frame or pinned to the floor.
